Whatever changes Catholic schools have 
made and will make because wartime con- 
ditions will more than temporary. With 
the return peace most them will 
longer needed. The few that appear 
have permanent value will need re- 
considered because they were made haste. 

The first and most fundamental problem 
Catholic schools the same 1943-44 
has always been and will always 


continue be. The first purpose Cath- 
olic school assist children accept 
wholeheartedly the truth taught Jesus 
Christ and apply every aspect 
their daily lives. endeavor teach the 
secular subjects well because they can con- 
tribute the attainment this end and 
because, not teach them well, 
unfair insist that Catholic children should 
sent Catholic schools. 

However well are teaching religion to- 
day, can teach still better. have 
made mistakes, the greatest them has 
undoubtedly been that believing that facts 
their nature lead appreciations. Saul 
Tarsus knew what the teachings Jesus 
were, but knew them only hate them. 
The child who “learns his lesson” religion 
may remain indifferent and unmoved may 
even, without our knowledge, suspicious

hostile. Religion remains sterile unless the 
time comes when, like Saul, the learner sur- 
renders and says from his heart, “Lord Jesus, 
what wilt Thou have do?” 

For years the department education 
Loyola University has used its facilities 
for research means collaborating with 
those many Catholic leaders and teachers who 
are searching for better ways making the 
teaching religion lead true comprehen- 
sion, love, and action. has already 
developed for our schools material some 
little value, and with God’s help hopes 
soon have something still greater value.

This danger has come mankind 
our time and the world darkness. 
has happened, therefore, Pope Pius XII 
pointed out his Christmas message 1942, 
that “today, never before, the hour has 
come for reparation, for rousing the con- 
thing slothful tranquillity, nor there 
question flight, but struggle, action 
against every inaction and desertion the 
great spiritual combat where the stakes are 
‘the construction, nay the very soul, the 
society tomorrow.” 

This the challenge for every Christian. 
likewise the challenge for Catholic teach- 
ers, the grade schools, the high schools, the 
institutions higher learning. For the boys 
and girls under their guidance today will 
the men and women tomorrow. They are 
growing age which the most 
fundamental truths God and the teachings 
Christ and the Church have been relent- 
lessly attacked. They are living time 
when many have accepted the things 
earth place the things God. 
necessary, therefore, that the spirit God 
and Christ, reverence for law and authority 
and respect for the dignity man and his 
high destiny, brought back into the lives 
the peoples the world. Whilst every 
adult Catholic should intensify these truths 
his own mind and reduce them -loyal 
practice his everyday life, must make 
sure that they are deeply imprinted upon the 
impressionable souls the young. Unless 
they are carefully guided their tender years 
they may influenced what they see 
and hear and read. Their contacts with events 
are far more numerous than they were the 
lives those who lived their youth decades 
ago. the midst these adverse sur- 
roundings assist them fostering the 


growth virtuous habits and imbue them 
with the correct viewpoint life and eternity, 
there reasonable hope that the young peo- 
ple our schools now will ready accept 
their responsibilities when they become men 
and women. 

the face the monstrous falsehoods 
that are promulgated the guise truth, 
victory over the forces evil our first 
task; but victory necessary because the 
peace that will save mankind from utter ruin 
must built upon the moral and spiritual 
principles which alone can regenerate the 
world. cannot expect peace perma- 
nent unless takes into account the unity 
the human race the Fatherhood God and 
membership the Mystical Body Christ. 

Catholic teachers have never lost sight 
these objectives. But changes world move- 
ments require that emphasis put upon 
certain truths. For the program action 
has repeatedly been defined the social 
Popes the past six decades. They have 
clearly diagnosed the various ills that afflict 
mankind and have unfolded the means 
which these ills can combated. The Popes 
have pointed out that all Catholics, under 
the immediate guidance the hierarchy are 
participate the great task rebuild- 
ing Christian world. They have reiterated 
the necessity preparing for the work 
strengthening our faith through deeper 
knowledge the teachings Christ and 
living that faith more intensely and loyally. 

But how shall bring these truths home 
the immature minds the young? Teachers 
know from experience that the mind the 
child naturally inquisitive and eager 
learn what and why things. The 
practical problem the problem adjusting 
teaching methods the capacity the 
growing child. Truth loses its force when, 
might easily happen, taught many 
individual and unrelated subjects. 
riculum, whether that the grade school, 
high school, college, is, should be, 
well-knit whole, based upon the consideration 
the whole man and leading the harmoni- 
ous development all the capacities hu- 
man nature. Catholic school justifies itself 
only the fact that permeated 
Catholic atmosphere which influences the en- 
tire life and activity the school. The child 
not able understand and grasp all this; 
but the teachers understand and realize 
that example one the strongest forces 
environment. can all learn from Christ, 
the Master Teacher, how sublime truths and 
eternal things can explained such 
way become intelligible the unlettered 
and lowly. When study closely the parables 
the Gospels, the Sermon the Mount, 
and the numerous utterances our Divine 
Master, forthwith understand why was

that the multitudes crowded around Him, 
sat His feet rapt attention the wisdom 
that flowed such simple language from His 
lips, and eagerly left all follow Him into 
the desert place. Truth can presented 
young minds simple and forceful man- 
ner, especially when teachers themselves have 
been captivated its inherent beauty. 
However, the life man not merely 
intellectual one; also life the 
heart. Goodness necessary for the individual 
live that fullness life which St. Thomas 
Aquinas explains such masterly fashion. 
The life Catholic ought necessity 
virtuous life supernaturalized divine 
grace. our Catholic schools not only 
teach profane knowledge very effectively, but, 
even more so, teach the young people how 
live effectively for eternity. The very fact that 
children come together groups our 
schools advantage. This group educa- 
tion has corporate significance. empha- 
sizes the oneness human nature and its 
destiny and affords countless opportunities 
for the exercise those Christian virtues 
which are necessary for Christian cooperative 
activity when maturity has been reached. 
Yet, within the group must not over- 
look the individual. Individuals differ many 
ways. They differ natural dispositions, 
traits, and capacities. Their social background 
and external environment often differ. 
desire get the most out our teaching 
efforts, cannot neglect 
Countless influences enter. the life the 
child from its earliest years. Some these 
influences are good, others may harmful. 
order, therefore, that teachers may 
much good can reasonably expected 
from them, knowledge the conditions 
which the child moves and lives will 
tangible assistance guiding him. course, 
all this extra attention the young entrusted 
the teacher’s care demands more sacrifices 
than was necessary age which life 
was less complex. But know from ex- 
perience that most teachers are ready 
assume the additional duties. They derive 
much inspiration and consolation from the 
thought that teaching apostolate, very 
important part the work the Church. 
most those who teach are willing and 
happy whatever can done; they 
take keen interest the individuals, learn 
know their specific needs, and guide their 
progress. The burden could considerably 
lightened the home and the school were 
work together mutual understanding. 
final thought. reading the life 
Christ earth are struck one fact: 
Christ labored and sacrificed throughout the 
long years the hidden life and the years 
His public career. The Christian concept 
toil and sacrifice based the law nature 
and the law Redemption. Certain facts 
seem indicate that are emerging from 
era which too much was done for the 
child and too little expected 
Inventions made things easy.

from the participants. People became passive, 
mentally inert. This attitude toward work 
was passed the children.

Hence sacrifice was 
looked upon something outmoded; the so- 
called philosophy self-expression became 
defense for doing only what one liked 
and avoiding what disliked. wave 
self-seeking swept over the world human 
beings and invaded all the avenues life 
the home, the school, the business world. 
Yet the truth remains that high enterprises, 
worthy achievements, and earnest moral liv- 
ing require high degree willingness 
sacrifice and toil. the task teachers, 
therefore, promote spirit earnest and

More at- 
tention reasonable discipline the 
advice gives present-day Catholic 
teachers the following words: 


time like this when the educational 
world and others are hard pressed prob- 
lems many kinds and trying com- 
bat the evils that invariably follow the 


wake war, certainly timely say 
few words about discipline. Unfortunately 
the word fast disappearing from the vo- 
cabulary educators and there quest 
for substitutes and escapes though dis- 
cipline were one the seven great calami- 
ties the world. 

Discipline here understood any phys- 
ical moral pressure charitably exercised 
authority bring about good shun 
evil. This may seem old-fashioned 
definition but there can talk its 
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being old fashioned for eternal principle 
here stake. Discipline may external 
internal. the former case adminis- 
tered others and the latter case one- 
self. One both these kinds are necessary 
for everyone from the cradle the grave. 
Without discipline none the results 
expect from Catholic education with regard 
souls can achieved. Without discipline 
there order, morality, sanctity, 
not even plain Christian living. This holds 
true teachers well pupils. 

achieve success teaching religion and 
other subjects, solving problems guid- 
ance, conducting recreation, forming 
solid character, and preparing for life, 
especially postwar adjustment and for 
successful career, discipline absolutely 
necessary. 

Discipline begins birth. 
nothing morally effective can achieved. 
There can talk inculcating love for 
God for the saints childhood because 
love essentially altruistic, and this quality 
not found childhood. All that can 
cultivated childhood affection and 
memory making impressions that form 
part experience. old educator stated: 
“For this purpose God not necessary. 
good strap all that needed.” use God 
for the inculcation fear not only 
wrong but ineffective. 

When reasoning power develops still 
one-sided affair because experience com- 
pletely lacking many cases and the first 
third human life external discipline must 
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increased until balanced mind estab- 
lished. leave the young their own 
direction the second decade life 
service them, because without discipline 
life becomes too difficult and leads intel- 
lectual and moral aberrations the worst 
type. 

the following two decades when life it- 
self begins discipline the individual, ex- 
ternal discipline may somewhat relaxed 
because the Church her commandments 
and regulations provides for additional dis- 
cipline. the end this period, the age 
about forty, man should have progressed 
far that feels the necessity internal 
discipline. This what the Scriptures call 
“the beginning wisdom.” 
wisdom will turn into conviction and man 
will arrive the status knowledge. “Jesus 
advanced wisdom, and age and grace.” 

The final period constitutes the age 
maturity faith, the state tranquillity 
between the intellect and the will brought 
about order which nothing else than 
discipline. This condition interior happi- 
ness and joy, well pictured St. 
John the end the Apocalypse, when 
says: “Come, Lord, Jesus,” must the re- 
sult victory over self, the crown for 
battle well fought. 
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The lack discipline our educational 
systems has produced considerable quantity 
sorrow grapes. Many the good results 
expected from Catholic education have 
not been achieved. The lack disciplined 
pupils exercises harmful influence upon 
teachers who are called from among them. 
The more discipline relaxes the less disciplined 
will the teachers be. the process continues 
deteriorate. The writer who 
through all stages life and who has had 
unusual opportunity observe long pro- 
cession pupils and teachers pass before his 
eyes speaks from ripe experience stating 
these facts. would childish seriously 
maintain that the lack discipline can 
remedied the novitiate years sec- 
ondary training, because there must 
beginning before something can continued. 

describe detail the exercise dis- 
cipline beyond our scope. must suffice 
say that case should discipline 
turned into pleasantry entertainment. 
Severity cannot disregarded all cases. 

Another serious effect the lack dis- 
educational system, not having produced well- 
disciplined Christians, will inevitably over- 
thrown its own graduates, history 
teaches. 


The Battle Ideas 


Rev. Daniel Lord, 


the present war, the battle ideas 
more importance than the battle 
the former may lost 
after the latter has been won. Rev. Daniel 
Lord, S.J., who known all Cath- 
olic teachers for his work with the So- 
dalities and leader youth, makes 
plea for “commando” training reli- 
gion. Courses religion, says, 
hard but inspiring: 


Long before the war planes and tanks 
broke out, anyone with eyes see and ears 
hear knew that the world was engaged 
new kind war, war ideas. No, 
honest, was not really new kind 
war; just spectacular climax the age-old 
war ideas, God’s ideas and the ideas 
His eternal enemy. The thing could not 
fail realize, however, was the fanatical 
zeal those who espoused the ideas and 
ideals the enemy, and the relative apathy 
those who were supposed thinking 
with God. 

Right now are heaven 
alone knows what cost the present and 
the winning the war guns. 
show great many signs losing 
perhaps for war ideas. For 
the war guns very clear-cut conflict. 
shoot the Japs and the Nazis, and they 
shoot us. know our enemies and they 
know us. The lines battle may sway and 


intertwine, but the uniform the enemy 
clear and his machinery war marked 
with unmistakable symbols. 

the war ideas, however, nothing seems 
very clear cut. There are men fighting 
our side who have none the ideas 
God. There are our fellow countrymen 
who are miles away from Christ and who 
might easily enough recognized our 
militant enemies brothers ideals. 
fight totalitarianism and move toward our- 
selves. declare war evil, and find our 
own allies and comrades questioning whether 
such thing objective evil really exists. 
dream the days peace, and then, 
when stop think what those days 
peace may like—if certain type 
peacemakers have their dreams 
become nightmarish. 

Now, all the cry the nation gear 
our schools the war guns. That 
simple process: More discipline, 
forms, more technical training, more mathe- 
matics, more science, more foreign languages. 
Nothing could more routine than that. 

What Catholics should crying for 
the top our lungs the necessity 
gearing our schools the war ideas. And 
that’s big, impressive, and absolutely neces- 
sary job. 

More than ever, instead less now 
seems the possibility, have run marvel- 
ous courses religion. But has 
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religion the revolutionary Christ taught 
that harder than the training 
aviation cadet, more sacrificial than life 
foxhole, more courageous than the heart 
commando, more meshed with the 
problems the day than the latest broad- 
cast the freshest broadcaster. ridicu- 
lous these days take merely the command 
Christ save our own souls; when His great 
commandments were the social 
ments the love neighbor and the service 
these, His little ones. 

Schools, under war supervision, have grown 
tough. But religion often still the easy, 
sweet, lock-step, routine, watered-down reli- 
gion that has marked too, too many 
rooms. This war will won for God and 
decent men and women Christians who 
are aware that virtue takes courage and that 
peace not easy but terribly hard, and 
the intervals between wars are not respites 
but the times that call for the battle for 
human betterment and the saving the 
soul the world. 

can take the example the tough 
training exacted the office candidates 
excuse make our religion classes tough 
too. Young people, should have learned, 
are not inspired things that are glossed 
over and made easy for them. They are 
challenged the toughness aviation and 
submarine training. They will challenged 
religion courses made hard 
ing. 

But that inspiring essential. Today any 
teacher religion should able make 
religion live. have seen what the vital 
distorted religion Communism did 
the Red Army. know too well the fanati- 
cism born the religion that Japanese. 
Right the present, the young German 
moves under the impulse 
religion heights amazing 
and immolation. any has the inclina- 
tion soft-pedal religion right now and 
concentrate subjects that will help “win 
the war,” better remember that the most 
invincible army thus far animated that 
Red religion which demands martyrs. And 
still face armies fanatics who believe 
before they fight and die the glow 
martyrlike zeal. 

can well contrast Christian apathy with 
zeal like that. But from the positive angle, 
can use the war point out clearly what 
happened world which for century and 
half tried run its affairs without glance 
God gesture toward Christ. can tie 
the “four freedoms” with the Christianity 
from which they sprang. can make clear 
that the real war objectives will won only 
world that accepts the standards 
Christian living and the principles the 
Saviour mankind. 

Now the time take Christian philos- 
ophy out the abstract and put into terms 
modern living. Our old theses the ex- 
istence God lead inevitably consequences 
the end Secularism and the return 
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God the whole life. have long 
taught the dignity mankind; had better 
lead our students the essential conse- 
quences that thesis: Human rights for all, 
the elimination racial prejudices, the ap- 
proval given laws that safeguard human 
development, clear-eyed acceptance the 
need for social legislation. And that sort 
thing can taught youngsters second 
grade lower. 

Now the time remind our students 
that the future belongs not the man who 
guesses and imagines and approximates but 
the man who knows. The war has proved 
that per cent not good enough any- 
thing. The peace will demand experts, real 
experts along hundred old and new lines. 
shall need students who are 
guists Spanish, Russian, German; students 
who are real scientists for the great renais- 
sance science that lies ahead; students who 
can master the classics the basis for the 
future presentation great ideas the 
world; students who can teach 
America finds itself with the task re- 
educating large sectors mankind; students 
who know history guide the future 
and who know commerce means for 
the distribution God’s riches all; and 
students who are great doctors the new 
and advanced type; and who are lawyers 
with the international viewpoint. 

This may turn out the greatest op- 
portunity our Catholic schools have ever 
known but only they are more Catholic 
than ever they were, and with higher and 
more exacting scholastic standing than ever. 

need better religion classes turning out 
Christian heroes and heroines. need reli- 
gious societies that are teaching them 
make religion the practice their full life. 
need toughened attitude toward our 
whole education, for must turn out ex- 
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perts every line pretend teach. 
need take our philosophy out the clouds 
and turn into bread for the hungry, just 
wages for the laborer, high responsibility for 
the employer, practical ideals for everyone 
from wife and husband scientist and 
capitalist. 

need slightest letting down Cath- 
olic education but strengthening and deepen- 
ing and new Christian aggressiveness all along 
the line. 


The Knowledge Heresy 


Rev. Felix Kirsch, O.F.M.Cap. 


That knowledge carries with the 
power overcome temptation the 
heresy which Rev. Felix Kirsch, 
O.F.M.Cap., refers. Father Felix, the 
Capuchin College Washington, C., 
one the authors the Catholic 
University Catechism. Says Father Felix: 


The need the hour always the will 
God. these anxious days while the world 
being made over, behooves teachers 
religion discover just what wrong 
with our teaching, since none entirely 
satisfied with the results religious educa- 
tion. illustrate the general dissatisfaction 
might report what not infrequent 
experience our schools. 

The Sisters the convent 
broken. Pauline, their prize pupil religion, 
was married divorced man the Uni- 


tarian church. think that Pauline all 
people should capable such thing! 
Pauline had annually won the gold medal 
religion. For two years succession she 
had even captured first prize the diocesan 
contest religion, and now have her end 
thus. The Sisters questioned one another 
sadly: “Why did Pauline’s faith not into 
action this critical moment her life?” 

prevent any misunderstanding readily 
grant that this story about Pauline could 
duplicated over and over the case boys 
instructed not Sisters but Brothers 
and Priests. fact, most realize that 
throughout the country our teachers reli- 
gion Priests, Brothers, Sisters not 
satisfied with the results their work. This 
dissatisfaction hopeful symptom since 
would seem indicate feeling divine 
discontent with results. This discontent speaks 


well for our teachers, because long 
they not feel smug about their work, there 
hope that they have the courage face 
all the facts. Actually, while they have some 
reason for satisfaction, they have reason 
for complacency, because all too often the 
faith the graduates our schools fails 
into action. 

When all thoughtful observers the Ameri- 
can scene are alarmed over the frightful leak- 
age from the Church the United States 
—some going far estimate the annual 
our duty teachers examine our 
consciences whether all well with our teach- 
ing religion. many serious students 
the subject the fundamental mistake appears 
that too much our teaching reli- 
gion inspired the heresy that knowledge 
goodness. The apostasy Pauline, the 
prize pupil religion, was the result 
practicing that heresy. Pauline’s teachers be- 
lieved that heresy. Therefore they made 
knowledge the be-all and end-all religious 
education, and consequently stressed primarily 
and almost exclusively the knowledge factor 
religion. Any course study that based 
this heresy, and therefore stresses only 
the knowledge factor religion, can 
more than educate from the ears up. 

But fair our present-day teachers 
religion, must remember that the Sis- 
ters, Brothers, and Priests today are not 
all the originators this heresy. This 
heresy happens old the human 
race. Satan was guilty this heresy when 
tempted Eve commit her first sin. 
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The same heresy has been repeated down 
through the ages. the heresy that largely 
represents the philosophy our public school 
system, and, sad say, the same heresy has 
not been inoperative our Catholic schools. 
Too much our teaching religion seems 
based upon the belief that knowledge 
the main thing, whereas, among the factors 
that control human conduct habits, ideals, 
and knowledge knowledge the least im- 
portant element, while habits are the most 
important, and ideals (or attitudes) are sec- 
ond importance. 

St. Bonaventure’s definition faith might 
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assist all teachers religion giving proper 
attention all three factors. St. Bonaven- 
ture defines faith thus: “Faith nothing 
other than the habit which our intellect 
voluntarily captivated for the service 
Christ.” With St. Bonaventure, faith 
supernatural habit; Christ represented 
our highest ideal and the supreme objective 
all our striving; the intellect not ignored, 
but related properly the will, and must 
therefore lead ultimately action. The 
Seraphic Doctor evidently insists that the 
divine virtue faith which infused 
Baptism, must show itself action. 


Education Today and Tomorrow 
Rt. Rev. Msgr. Joseph McClancy, LL.D. 


Whatever changes may made 
Catholic education will based upon 
careful study past and present experi- 
ence. Rt. Rev. Msgr. Jos. McClancy, 
superintendent Catholic schools the 
Diocese Brooklyn, calls attention 
the help that can rendered postwar 
education the United Stites the 
prudent but militant voice Catholic 
educators: 


The prophets have already begun ap- 
pear conversation and print. dramatic 
ground comfort offered Catholics the 
form espousing the rights the minority 
groups Catholics and non-Catholics who 
their poverty would teach God along with 
the things the mind. 

Too soon are forgotten the rapid adjust- 
ment education and the retracing former 
proved standards and devices which time has 
hardened for the thoughtful. The emphasis 
the present-day prophets rather 
lengthened term education from the nursery 
school the university. The extravagant 
use public funds for education strictly 
public schools, without regard the heavy 
tax load that the payment the war’s debts 
will saddle all, wished for and pre- 
dicted. 

There vital need prudent vocal 
Catholic voice these discussions post- 
war education the United States. are 
still the harbingers religion the core 
sound and lasting training the young. 
have kept faith with the Founding 
Fathers the Nation insisting what 
George Washington stated well; namely, 
that moral technics break down 
acter formation unless they are rested upon 
belief God, the fellowship all men, 
and the prospect life beyond the grave. 
have real gospel solid education 
here, and now and future years should 
carry into every American home, into every 
American board education, and into every 
state capitol. 

Catholics still have mission importance 


the field education. There are many 
temptations gnawing the consciences, the 
purses, and the conveniences Catholic par- 
ents when the huge public system edu- 
cation using billions dollars and 
providing splendid buildings and able teach- 
ers. But this mission must with all 
the steadiness the pioneer Catholics 
American soil. 

are people compromises. Some 
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forget the stability Catholic education and 
are thus made ready for slackening 
purpose and planning. Hundreds every 
diocese believe that our Church has attempted 
overmuch education. Some would con- 
centrate grade schools under the auspices 
the Church. But others have 
psychological viewpoint and would forego 
Catholic elementary schools and place all 
monies possessing every corner the 
land Catholic secondary schools when the 
adolescent student can more efficiently 
reached. have doubt that those en- 
gaged handling Catholic collegiate training 
feel, part least, that concentration be- 
comes necessary because our lack 
worldly means, should the field 
college, university, and professional training.

Religion: Development sound attitudes 
toward economic, social, and political read- 
justments the postwar period; and further 
stress upon the principles economic and 
social justice enunciated the popes.

total offerings, but also methodology 
insuring least relative competence basic 
skills and knowledges.

Aircraft development suggests the need new 
approaches teaching the interrelationships 
and interdependencies nations, 
ticularly the Americas. Greater emphasis 
must placed upon practical democracy 
future teaching, not alone for pupils but for 
teachers. 


Pupil health: The four large areas 


which must much health planning are: 
enlarging our program regular physical 
examinations for all pupils; greater attention 
follow-up procedures, both medical and 
dental; better cooperation between the home 


and the school the development sound 
health practices; and, stronger relationship 
between the general health and physical edu- 
cation programs. must, furthermore, con- 
tinue our attempts realize 
mental health our pupils. 

Homemaking, manual, and fine arts: Home- 
making should encompass every phase 
home management. The manual arts should 
serve means observing interests, de- 
veloping abilities, and building 
the general school program. The fine arts 
are utilized the fullest degree for 
better and happier living. Future planning 
vocational education will await further de- 
velopments this field. 

Widening curriculum meet needs all 
pupils: The curriculum must broadened 
meet needs pupils who all probability 
will encouraged remain school for 
longer period before seeking admission 
the labor market. Stronger 
grams will necessary for these pupils, and 
for counteracting the results high wages 
paid during the war period. 

Educating for leisure-time needs: the 
postwar period may expect that the trend 
shorter working days and weeks, inter- 
rupted the war, will continued. The 
obligation training young people the 
proper and valuable use added leisure time 
will rest very largely upon the schools. 
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Adult education: While there question 
the lengths which Catholic schools 
could should this direction, the 
possibilities using school staffs and facilities 
the field adult education should 
studied. 

Parent education: Parent-teacher organiza- 
tions operating nearly all Catholic schools 
should serve valuable means for channel- 
ing additional parent education. The whole 
program should studied relation the 
whole educational plan.

Rev. Edmund Goebel, Ph.D., 
superintendent schools for the Arch- 
diocese Milwaukee, says that adequate 
curriculum adjustments the light 
rural needs should major objective 
for this year:

Teachers, therefore, are asked 
patient and considerate with individuals 
this sort. possible, some arrangement 
should made conduct directed study 
period for them school that the neglect 
the home will not totally destroy their 
possible school achievement. Pupils 
group should not blamed for failure. The 


blame invariably will rest with the parents. 

the high school field have new 
responsibilities because the war. Though 
are face face with the problem ac- 
celeration, must not lose sight the 
cultural values. Pupils should not acceler- 
ated the expense sound achievement and 
character development. The best contribution 
our youth can make the war effort the 
completion their high school education. 

the whole area high school thinking, 
however, much more can done provide 
adequate training for the student not mentally 
equipped for college work. this field 
have only scratched the surface. have 
thought more terms college preparation 
than terms life preparation. 

have another obligation: the develop- 
ment friendly relations with our neighbors 
the south.

have been concerned during the vaca- 
tion period with two matters import 
our schools locally. The first has been the 
recent decision the Kentucky Court 
Appeals, declaring unconstitutional that buses 
the public schools could permitted 
carry children attending private schools. For 
many years, all over Kentucky, our children 
have been riding these buses without any 
objection from anyone. However, two years 
ago, individual, backed unknown forces, 
attacked the constitutionality the law. 
was carried through the courts and finally 
decided against us. This decision 
cipitated problem for 4725 
tending Catholic schools who have been riding 
the buses the past. They now must find 
some other way getting school, at- 
tend the public schools. The matter has been 
further complicated the Office Defense 
Transportation’s refusal permit 
purchase new buses, and the impossibility 
acquiring secondhand buses. The solution 
still being sought. any rate, problem 
which going affect most the local 
schools the state Kentucky. 

The second problem, the solving 
which have been more successful, one 
that direct result the war; namely, 
the necessity taking care children 
pre-school age whose parents are engaged 
war industry. Louisville, the Catholic 
school board has joined with the Board 
Education the public schools making 
joint and successful application for federal 
funds under the Lanham Act. 
schools will operate and will operate 
nursery schools, with Lanham Act funds. 
However, these funds defray only one half 
the operating expenses the schools. 
present have Catholic nursery schools 
operation, one for the white children and 
one for the Negroes. The total enrollment 
date some children. The other half 
the operating expenses made fees 
collected from the parents. The nursery school 
for white children will taken over 
the Sisters Charity the middle August. 
Two Sisters, aided lay teachers and lay 
help, will operate this nursery school. There 
one supervisor for all the schools, both 
those under the board education and 


those under the Catholic school board. This 
plan cooperating has worked out very 
nicely. Each school assigned 
area and are looking forward greatly 
increased enrollment late September.

gram that differs method, ever 
reach its purported end. must abandon 
the specious liberalism that allows children 
choose whatever they like school be- 
cause they are “individuals” (just like pigs!), 
and restore the truly liberalizing disciplines 
-that could free man from 
moral, and psychological limitations. mean, 
course, reading, writing, reckoning, observ- 
ing, imagining, remembering, thinking. 
teacher who can help college

effectively, operatively, its curriculum 
educating men free enough seek what 
true and what good. 

terms practical objectives Catholic 
may allowed think that the remarkable 
Catholic school system forms sufficiently 
distinctive type person and citizen 
justify the economic burden imposes 
Catholic families. graduate the Catholic 
schools who individualist socialist 
credit Catholic education.

“The world tomorrow” will just 
little better than the war-weary one which 
now serve, the progress man will con- 
tinue comfortable pace, the usual cost, 
and with the normal difficulties. barrage 
words does not make much dent 
human nature. our duty educators 
keep mind that Original Sin does not 
enter into the strange brews that are now 
being concocted some educational leaders. 
Their interests are catholic; ours are Cath- 
olic also. odd see what difference 
capital letter makes sentence. think- 
ing and planning for very uncertain future, 
struggling are maintain our sense 
balance and direction, let always 
Catholic and sensible. should really make 
heroic efforts “to keep our eye the ball.” 

Federal grants have been secured easily 
during the war period for educational pro- 
grams that there sure change 
public opinion with regard the wisdom 
permitting private educational institutions 
benefit from such subsidies. The National 
Education Association trying stem the 
tide and doing everything possible slow 
down block state federal legislation 
which would extend the privileges private 
education securing financial aid. Favorable 


state action means that there chance for 
hearing Congress. many state laws 
now provide direct indirect aid for our 
schools that the N.E.A. afraid that such 
precedents will influence the thinking mem- 
bers Congress. need any financial aid 
can secure without sacrificing principles, 
especially during period when the program 
must extended provide for instruction 
the industrial arts. The postwar period 
will make heavy demands our schools for 
“practical education.” Cooperative programs 
business, aviation, and industrial subjects 
will established wide scale. Such 
instruction expensive and could subsi- 
dized federal grants. Only through such 
new offerings will possible for Catholic 
secondary education hold its place the 
sun. 

Some will hold that changing world calls 
for radical curriculum changes. There are 
changes which may justified rather easily, 
but there are others which seem quite hazard- 
ous. only logical expect that the social 
studies will feel the greatest impact. 
also true that this area there more op- 
portunity good work evil than 
any other division instruction. pos- 
sible that content will sacrificed for 
novelty and interest, that history will come 
enjoy the status shot here 
and shot there; that geography will become 
the sounding board for humanitarianism, that 
sociology will reflect the indirection 
goalless society, that economics will 
duced portrayal the needs the 
man. The secularists must not 
permitted lead the nose the 
field curriculum revision. must guard 
jealously the right speak our students 
the dignity man person, the place 
the State his servant, the duty love 
his brother Christ, the compulsion the 
natural law, the rights citizens here and 
hereafter, the Catholic influence history, 
and the working God’s will. New problems 
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call for new procedures and compel 
equip our students justice themselves 
and the Church, but adopting curriculum 
changes must always bear mind that 
there sharp distinction made be- 
tween change and trend, between theory and 
principle, between existence and destiny.

This spirit perpetrated the first un- 
declared war history; and doing, 
cast the die for future reproductions 
proffered the first diabolical gesture 
quasi-amity. sad reflection that the 
war, begun that garden, has not yet been 
won this war den. Its ramifications have 
landscaped the lives millions men and 
women who have suffered since their primo- 
genitors betrayed them into the hands 
that whose 


genius elastic that will snap 


with the crack doom, and subtle that 
its many teacher victims have mistaken 
for angel light. 

One these ramifications potentially 
present, though not always so, that small 
but inestimably capacious quadrangle 
the classroom. The important factor all 
teaching not the textbook, nor the sub- 
ject, not the library, nor the instructor’s 
knowledge his subject, but the teacher’s 
personal attitude. matter how many 
definitions there may be; matter how 
many different concepts prevail; matter 
how long pedagogical pundits may expatiate 
educational theory, their defenders all 
err from fallacy vision, they not 
include their definitions, concepts, 
educational theory, the basic notion that 
the secret education lies respect for 
the pupil. 

good teacher, any line, one 
must realize that there are twin souls 
any grade, that school for the pupil 
not for the teacher; that classroom man- 
agement not one-woman affair; that 
should really democratic and coopera- 
tive; that she cannot command respect 
she must earn it; that successful 
teacher, must said her also, 
indebted father for living, but 
teacher for living well.” 


Education, not some may say, 
preparation for life. life; rather 
living. vitamin builder this 
process, every teacher must realize the im- 
portant role human wants play the life 
individuals from the cradle the 
she must capitalize the most fundamen- 
tal human want resistance domination. 

Human nature resents interference, espe- 
cially when the interfering object per- 
son. What mother does not know that the 
first word her baby learns say untaught 
is, Just try hold the head 


three-months old baby! 
away from kindergarten child; tell 
Kay change her orchid the right 
shoulder; Dick wear the gray tie, 
instead the orange one with his semi- 
formal; try telling that nice old gentle- 
man, your grandfather, not scratch his 
back the doorjam when company 
around! The results will similar. Know- 
ing this, teacher must employ most 
subtle form engineering. the same 
time she must guard against the converse 
this instinct herself the desire 
dominate. There many Hitler the 
give-side desk, who may possibly won- 
der why the thirty Adam-descended flesh- 
and-bloodites front her won’t take it. 
Did she but know that they, like her, not 
only resist domination, but also desire 
dominate; that they too, find keen gratifi- 
cation securing the submission others; 
making them obey (the more blindly the 
better) she would see that this Satanic 
subtlety, must met only with the sub- 
tlety the saints. 


Learn From the Master 


Every sincere teacher could have M.A. 
degree without the prescribed University 
training, ten easy lessons from the New 
Testament. Instead having earned 
Master Arts, she would have learned 
the Art the Master. What better motto 
can found for earnest preceptor, 
whether abecedarian, learned professor, 
than, “Et antiquum documentum nova 
cedat Let the old law give way 
the new! the old law fear the new 
law love!

This the field where the little red 
man’s ruse operates. intent 
stilling the virtues obedience, for obedi- 
ence’ sake; courtesy for 
sake; geography for Atlas’ sake; and order 
for sake. deluded the “Do 
what say because say it” theory. arouse 
resentment, fear, jealousy, and hate, in- 
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stead making obedience and submission 
Satisfaction and delight. violate the 
law justice; and doing force Char- 
ity and Love into exile. aware 
transgression? Most probably not! Then 
how can this be, ask. The answer very 
simple: The less order child around, 
the more contribute his full realization 
the great law love. 

Children who are constantly being 
treated slaves, ministers the 
personal comfort proprietors, not only 
resent it, but also perpetuate this hateful 
habit their relations with others. can 
make greater error than expect chil- 
dren work, study, good, courteous, 
because tell them so. much lost 
telling anyone think, pay attention, 
use his judgment, honorable, truthful, 
and just, telling rose bush bloom, 
butterfly that the shortest distance 
between two points straight line. 
child will never learn the beautiful truth 
that his happiness this life will 
proportion his capacity serve, the 
imposition service. 

How then, can avoid this patent snare 
the devil? The first step this direc- 
tion the meticulous avoidance im- 
peratives outside the group. Never 
child anything. indirections give 
directions out. best all 
yourself!

Dear Sister, 

Your letter was rather shock and 
deserves shock for answer. But hav- 
ing known all life, you will not 
too shocked, I’m sure. Now hold tight and 
take your medicine. 

First I’m going ask you put this 
quotation where come across fre- 
quently. Read often, and meditate 
far more often. 

“The only man who can claim 
entirely free from neurosis the one whose 
life spent genuine devotion the 
natural and the supernatural obligations 
life, and who steadfastly accepts and affirms 
his place creature and his position 
the order creation; outside the neurotic 
stands only the saint.” (Allers, R., Psy- 
chology Character, 346.) 

neurosis definitely the result 
weak nervous system. Moreover, there 
distinct line drawn between nor- 
mal person and one who can called 
neurotic. You will find very normal people 
with some abnormal characteristics; and 
very often inward abnormality hidden 
beneath outward normality. 

Moreover, one need condemn herself 
lifetime neurosis. Since you have 
discovered this tendency yourself, you 
can and should check its development and 
work the regression its growth. One 
thing your favor the fact that you 
have admitted this tendency. are all 
prone conceal unpleasant truths even 
from ourselves. try evade external 
and internal difficulties and deny even 
our mistakes, least our responsibility 
for them. 

You say that fear most intensely 
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talkative prattler, could passed 
one most effusive magpie, could street- 
cornered the most ranting babbler, 
could roll the news lights top the 
Times Building till the last syllable 
recorded time, and would still remain 
secret. can come about through one and 
only one attitude for the child 
and his rights! 

Would you like take test deter- 
mine your mark teacher? Try count- 
ing the number imperatives (plain 
disguised) you use day, morning, 
proportion the score low! you get 
honor (according Mr. Maleficent) 
mark the nineties, then your score 
zero! But your sum total are 
100 per cent teacher!

because your incompetency. have heard 
the opposite about your 
superior and the pastor were very much 
pleased with your work. And though you 
know this too, you are permitting very 
selfish that great cause neurosis 
dominate you and your actions. You 
are afraid, not only your human limita- 
tions (which you admit), but also and 
mainly that these will discovered 
others. You are rebelling not only against 
your own limitations but also against the 
superior abilities others and the omnipo- 
tence God. (Take time out swallow 
that it’s not too readily taken, know.) 

You recognize the discrepancy between 
the results you want see and the actual 
results you obtained with your abil- 
ities. You are hurt the difference be- 
tween the (as viewed your 
companions) which you failed get and the 
“achievement” (as recognized yourself) 
which you did get. You have, really, set 
for yourself false conception what you 
would like your own eyes and 
the eyes others. 

you not realize, dear Sister, that 
God has placed you His Eternal Plan, 
the very situation you now are in, for 
the one purpose doing His Will? And 
for the accomplishing that work has 
given you all the instruments necessary. 
you use those instruments (your 
the best your ability. 
When you have done that and you can 
truthfully say, have done best,” you 
will have the satisfaction knowing that 
you have acquiesced humbly and faithfully 
the Divine angel can 
more.” 
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When the neurotic meets test demand- 
ing the use her “would-like-to-be” abil- 
ities, she led make physical illness and 
weakness the reasons for her lack suc- 
cess. you not admit yourself, least, 
that setbacks your labors are always 
followed periods physical tiredness 
the result, you say, too much strain and 
work, cetera? honest! 

With you, grateful our heavenly 
Father that you are beginning realize the 
dangers permitting oneself develop 
neurotic tendencies. Yours must the life 
sanctity and not that the neurotic. The 
life the saint neurotic 
insecure. Her ego seems constantly 
danger. She shows her concern about 
herself various ways disappointment, 
superstitious practices, hesitant manner, 
habit seeking advice, continual 
doubting, preoccupation with the past, and 
last though not least scrupulousness. 

Disappointment can well described 
“indignant surprise that the world dares 
different from what desire.” And, 
isn’t it? Why are disappointed? 

Neurotics are apt develop de- 
pendence superstitious practices 
means refuge from the uncompromising 
realities living charms, 
presentiments, and premonitions, for ex- 
ample. (One wonders many 
fans not forget that the precept begin- 
ning: “Pray though everything depended 
God ends just positively: “and 
work though everything depended 
you.” But won’t into that now.) 

The neurotic quickly develops 
ability make her mind. This shown 
hesitant attitude and, perhaps habit 
continually seeking advice means 
shifting the responsibility for her actions 
from her own shoulders those her ad- 
viser. This, turn, apt develop into 
continuous doubt—a forerunner 
scrupulousness. 

You are going into retreat next week. 
Ask God for the grace seeing His loving 
care for you whatever befalls you the 
good well the unpleasant. will 
grant your prayer always does. And 
then you out into the mission field 
live each day “Knowing, loving, and 
serving God” through His little and dearly 
beloved ones. Don’t look beyond the pres- 
ent moment. discouragement begins 
rise within you, ask yourself, doing 
best now?” 

the answer “Yes,” happy, for 
you are pleasing God which all that 
matters.

The Story Milk Correlated with Art 
(For Intermediate Grades) 


this project correlated our health 
lesson with art. After the study milk 
the health lesson, the art class decided 
make frieze, telling the story milk. 


Objectives 
tell the story milk pictures. 
correlate art with milk. 


appreciate story pictures. 
work. 
develop skill composition. 
Motivation 


The children were led suggest some pro- 
ductive activity based their health 
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lesson. The suggestion was given that 
frieze made portraying the story milk. 
Under the guidance the teacher, the idea 
was developed the minds the pupils and 
discussed. skillful questioning the part 
the teacher the pupils were able see the 
various phases milk production, collection, 
transportation, etc. Their inability answer 
all the questions the teacher created 
problem their minds and resulted the 
proper motivation the project. They had 
genuine desire “find out things.” 


Procedure 


informal discussion the pictures 
made and the specific material 
included each was held. 

trip dairy farm was made for 
the purpose observing the barns, milking 
fixtures, bottling room, etc. The children 
sketched ideas paper. 

All available material for information 
the subject, pictures, descriptive articles, 
etc., were gathered the children and eval- 
uated. 

Shrubs, leaves, twigs, etc., were collected 
and pressed. 

The arrangement the materials was 
planned such way that each picture 
would not only tell good story but also 
good composition from the standpoint 
art. 

The pictures were drawn 
paper and cut out. 

Stencils and pressed leaves, etc., were 
arranged and fastened white drawing paper 
with pins. 

Spattering was done means 
toothbrush, four-inch square window 
screen, and India ink. 

The finished compositions were then 
united frieze and judged and discussed 
the class.

How Save Fuel 


building designed enclose space 
within which satisfactory climate can 
maintained for the particular needs the 
occupants. Iowa heating plant provided 
maintain comfortable conditions within 
the building during the colder months. How 
effectively how economically these com- 
fortable conditions are maintained depends 
upon the construction and care the build- 
ing, and the construction, care, and operation 
the heating plant. The following brief sug- 
are concerned with these details. 


The Building 


Install storm sash and doors. Installation 
storm sash and doors offers one the 
largest savings heat loss from the average 
building. The owner should take advantage 
this means saving fuel. 

Install insulation possible. Insulation 
the attic and walls building will make 
notable saving fuel. There are many 
kinds good insulation the market and 
the owner should consult competent dealer 
when buying it. Where the attic has 
flooring the owner could satisfactory 
job applying suitable insulation himself. 
When the walls are insulated should 
done competent person equipped 
such work. 

Condensation moisture the insulation 
one the problems frequently encountered. 
recommended that someone experienced 
the application insulation consulted 
before beginning the job. 

doors. Weatherstrips will reduce the air leak- 
age around the doors and windows and, when 
properly installed, will produce notable sav- 
ing fuel and will help keep the house 
cleaner. Permanent weatherstrip recom- 
mended. 

bedroom windows opened night, 
shut the doors and registers. All other win- 
dows should shut and locked cold 
weather. 

Door closers are recommended all out- 
side doors. 

Caulk all building leaks. Leaks that are 
found where masonry and woodwork meet 
should caulked. Outside chimneys and 
foundations frame house should in- 
spected for leaks and caulked. Windows and 
door frames brick houses should 
inspected. 

Reduce the temperature occupied 
spaces. Carry low temperatures health 
and living conditions the occupants will 
permit. 

Reduce the amount heated space. 
When possible, shut off rooms that are not 
needed. When these rooms are heated with 
steam hot-water radiators the valves should 
left open and the radiators covered 
wrapped with rugs other insulating ma- 
terial. This treatment prevents heat leaving 
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the radiator and also prevents the possibility 
freezing the radiator. 

Rooms with large openings and stairways 
may shut off boarding the opening 
with wall board. The appearance may 
improved with paint draperies. 

Maintain lower temperature night. 
small saving fuel can made lower- 
ing the temperature night. The amount 
error method; general, more mild 
weather and very little extreme weather. 
average five degrees suggested. This 
saving increases with the length the set- 
back period. the night temperature re- 
duced more than degrees, should 
brought normal two more steps 
prevent overheating. 

Wear adequate clothing. guided 
your own feeling comfort. others are 
comfortable and you feel chilly, put more 
clothes move closer the heat. 

Keep the chimneys unused fireplaces 
closed. there throat damper, stuff 
with crumpled newspapers. 


The Heating Plant 


General 

Inspect the smoke pipe and replace all 
that are damaged, badly corroded, 
that fit poorly. Keep clean. 

See that all furnace doors and dampers 
fit tight and work freely. 

All air leaks the furnace boiler, 
whether due warped doors, cracks, loose 
cement, careless installation, should 
repaired sealed. 

Seal all leaks cracks the chimney. 
Leaks may detected with candle flame. 
Keep the chimney clean. Remove all accumu- 
lations the bottom. 

recommended that all automatic 
firing units adjusted with the aid com- 
bustion-testing instruments. 

Much the above repair work can 
done the owner. Where repair parts are 
needed, the work should done com- 
petent heating dealer. 


Hand-Fired Coal 

Keep the ash pit clean. 

Keep the heating surfaces clean soot, 
scale, and ashes. 

Keep the grates good condition. 

Don’t crowd the fire. Fire small charges 
more frequent intervals. 

not put fresh coal top hot 
fire. Push the hot coals back and place the 
fresh coal front. 

Carry thick fuel bed cold weather. 

With soft coal admit air over the fire. 

Open the ash-pit draft door very little 
for longer periods rather than wide open 
for short periods. 

Use the smokepipe check liberally 
control excessive chimney draft. check 
the fire, close the ash-pit door and open the 
check wide open. 

10. not stir the fire more than absolutely 
necessary. 
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recommended that thermostatic damper 
controls installed possible hand- 
fired units. This type control prevents 
overheating and adds comfort. 


Stokers 

Use prepared stoker coal. 

See that draft control installed and 
properly adjusted. 

Remove clinkers regularly. 

Keep gas passages and heating surfaces 
free from fly ash and soot. 

the stoker smokes gives any other 
indication requiring adjustment have 
competent serviceman inspect and adjust it. 

the beginning each heating season 
the stoker should inspected and serviced 
competent serviceman. 


Oil Burners 

Have the burner inspected before start- 
ing the heating season. should cleaned 
and adjusted competent serviceman. 
combustion test recommended. 

Burn the proper grade oil for your 
burner. 

See that draft control installed and 
properly adjusted. 

Call the serviceman stop any oil 
leaks correct adjustments the burner 
smokes. Note: Black smoke fuel waste 
and should eliminated. White vapor issuing 
from chimney cold day normal 
condition. 

Keep the heating surfaces clean. 


Gas Burners 

Have the service company inspect and 
start the burner. 

See that the plant clean and the vent 
pipe good condition. 


Heating Systems 

Keep registers and ducts clean and 
free from dust obstructions (cloth “filters” 
are obstructions). 

Keep the water pan clean and filled 
with water. 

Inspect warm- and cold-air ducts and 
seal all leaky joints. 

Insufficient pitch the warm-air ducts 
generally results overheating the base- 
ment and wasting fuel. This condition 
should handled competent furnace man. 

the furnace room too warm, insulate 
the top the furnace casing with rock wool 
other insulating material. Sand not 
insulator. 

Keep furniture and rugs away from 
register openings. 


Forced Warm Air 


Change the filters regularly, least 
once each year. 

Oil the motor and fan regularly three 
four times year. 

Keep the fan belt good condition and 
line. 

Keep the humidifier clean and operat- 
ing condition. 

Set the fan control start the fan 
about 125 deg. register temperature.
